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executive director of Sleepy Hollow Restora- 
tions, Inc., in Tarrytown, New York, and by 
Edward Gilbert, chief conservator at the 
Henry Ford Museum, respectively. 

Nor is research, the basis for sound in- 
terpretation, neglected. Merrilyn O'Connell, 
who has been co-editor of the New York State 
Historical Association bibliography project, will 
delve into published materials needed by the 
historian. And Virginia Purdy, head of the 
National Archives elementary school program 
(see History News, Sept. 1973, p. 218), will 
examine archival and manuscript collections 
and their use by the interpreter of history. 
The North Carolina agency’s director of publi- 
cations, Memory Mitchell, will discuss the edi- 
torial and design concepts important to an 
effective publications program. Oral history 
will be explored by Charles W. Crawford, 
president elect of the Oral History Association. 

In addition to an all-day field trip to the 
Old Salem historic site in Winston-Salem, 
and its Museum of Early Southem Decorative 
Arts, the group will tour a number of his- 
toric towns in North Carolina during an over- 
night bus trip. New Bern, Windsor, Edenton, 
and Hope are included on the itinerary. 

Applications for the Raleigh seminar must 
be received by January 3. Evaluation is based 
on the candidate’s qualifications and the bene- 
fit his institution may expect to derive from 
his attendance at the seminar. The selection 
committee will notify applicants by January 
18. 

The seminar is supported by funds from 
the National Endowment for the Humanities, 
which provides scholarships covering the cost 
of tuition and travel for all participants.
